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Election/Restrictions 

The response filed on 2/10/03 electing all claims pursuant to the restriction and 
presenting claims drawn to multiple inventions is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). 
The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention because they contain 
elements from different species. 

Since the above-mentioned amendment appears to be a bona fide attempt to 
reply, applicant is given a TIME PERIOD of ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS, 
whichever is longer, from the mailing date of this notice within which to supply the 
omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.

Applicant's representative's reasoning that claims 1-14 read on one embodiment 
is wrong for the following reasons. Claim 1 contains the limitation of element A1 , etch 
SOG layer through the mask pattern to form a recess, but not A2. Claim 2 contains the 
element A2. As discussed in the restriction, elements A1 and A2 are different from the 
applicant's distinction found in the specification. See pg. 3, lines 3-9 of the 
specification. Applicant stated in their specification that the steps of A1 and A2 are 
found in some embodiments, but not others. The applicant also stated that etching the 
bottom (A2) is an optional step. If the applicant would like to include A1 and A2 in their 
election, there must be support in the specification to allow A1 and A2 to be in the same 
embodiment. 

The applicant should note that all of the elements D1 -D3 are found in claim 3. 
The applicant must still elect an etching gas in order to clearly define their invention, 
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and help prevent confusion with amendments and future prosecution of divisionals and 
continuations. 

The election of element H depends on the election of A1 . If there is an etching of 
the SOG layer through the mask pattern to form a recess, there may be a stopper layer. 
If the applicant elects to prosecute the stopper layer (H1), the applicant must choose the 
material of the stopper layer in I. 

This is a brief, not exhaustive, list of the embodiments the applicant has drafted 
in their specification. The applicant is allowed only one invention, per patent application 
prosecution. All other non-elected embodiments can be examined in related 
applications.
